FOURTH OF JULY. 

The 4th of July, 1776, was the birth day of 
an infent Republic of three millions of people, 
struggling for freedom against a powerful na- 
tion, from whose acts of tyranny, they had, 
in deliberate council, severed the bonds which 
bound tiem together in the ties of brother- 
hood. 


The subsequent progress of civil liberty, 
and netional prosperity, from the events of 
that glorious day, are far beyond what the 

~ world has ever seen. A great and prosperous 
nation has grown up under the protection and 
guidance of ‘‘the Declaration of Independ- 
ance,” proclaimed seventy-seven years ago, 
in the hall of Congress, in Chesnut strect, 
Philadelphia, and next Monday, millions of 
freemen will celebrate the return of that hal- 
lowed day, which at. its dawn was dark and 
gloomy. Iron hearts and noble courage dis- 
pelled that gloom, and the glorious sun of 
liberty shone bright upon our infant republic. 
And now, in the day of our Jubilee, we should 
not forget the past. The memory of those 
great men who gained our Independance, 
should mingle with our rejoicings, and while 
we are teaching our children the lessons 
drawn from the celebration of the 4th of July, 
we must not forget our Washington. 


To many of our readers, the events of the 
early history of our country are familiar, 
To them, the coming Jubilee brings reincm- 
brances of the past days of youthful pleasure, 
and changing scenes of lite, in which they 
have been actors. Some of our aged readers 
may remember those dark days, when the 
shrill fife and drum, beat the roll call, through 
the now peaceful strects of Woburn, for the

iron hearts of the Revolution. Patrick Henry 
was one of those master spirits of the age, 
raised up,.to aid, by lis burning eloquence, a 
righteous cause, and he faithfully acted his 
pat, and while we are recording his deeds. 
we commend to our young readers, to study 
the history of his life, written by that accom- 
plished statesman, the late William Wirt, of 
Virginia. 

John Adams, when writing home to Quin- 
cy, from the second Congress in Philadelphia, 
after the Declaration of Independance had 
been proclaimed, said,the 4th ofJ uly should 
be kept as a day of jubilee; it should be ushered 
in by the ringing of bells, the booming of can- 
non, the sound of martial music, with bonfires 
and all the demonstrations of joy—forever.”’ 
That feeling which dictated these words, still 
exists, it has not diminished, it will provail 
on Monday, and from Maine to Oregon, will 
be heard one loud strain of rejoicing from no- 
ble freemen. While the star-spangled banner 
will proudly wave over the broad land of the 
freest and greatest nation that exists on this 
1 abitable globe. 

Let us one and all celebrate the day, not in 
the inebriating cup, but out of the

Garat Increase or Mofttanity ix New 
Youn Crry.—During the week ending June 
26, the total number of deaths in New York 
city was 661, or 382 more than during the 
previous week. This great increase was 
doubtless prrdaced by the heat of the weath- 
or. The deaths among children under one 
year wee enormous, numbering no lese than 
260. The number of deatha by sun etroke 
were 20, but thie te. @ small proportion of those 
who died of other disenses caused by the ex- 
treme heat; 40 died from cholera infan‘um, 
18 from debility, 26 from diarrhoea, 15 from 
dysentery, 61 from convulsions, 62 from con- 
sumption, 34 from congestion of the brain, 20 
from Matasmus; and 21 from inflammation of 
the brain, Death reaped an abundant harvest 
during those two or three burning days. 

Errrcts or Ltantnina.— During the shower 
on Wednesday of last week, the lightning 
struck Sweetser’s Mills, in Saugus, Mr. Rad- 
din's shoe factory a quarter of ¢ mile beyond, 
and, some thirty or forty rods further on, it 
shattered a number of telegraph polus.

Tur History ann Cunture or 1Hx Mia- 
nonette.—The following, written by Dennis 
Murray, one of the best gardeners in or around 
Boston, for the Journal of Agriculture, will be 
read with interest : 

It is now an ago since this fragrant weed of 
Egypt first perfumed the European gardens, 
and it isso far climated, as to sprivg from 
seeds of its own sqwings. ‘The Reseda Odorata 
first found its way to the south of France, 
where it was welcomed by the name of JMig- 
nonette, (Little Darling,) which was found too 
appropriate for this sweet little flower to te | 
ever afterwards exchanged forany other. By 
a manuscript note in the library of the late 
Sir Joseph Banks, it appears that the seed of 
the mignonette was sent in 1742, by Lord 
Bateman, from the Royal Garden at Paris, to 
Mr. Richard Bateman, at* old Windsor; but 
we should presume that this seed was not 
dispersed, and perhaps not cultivated beyond |

would probably have passed unnoticed, had 
not the dirtation of her gay cousin with a 
dashing colonel, who was more celebrated for 
his conquests in the drawing-toom than in 
the field of battle, attracted the notice of the 
Count, so as to make his uneasiness visible;

The Count trans- 
ferred his affections from beauty to amirbility, 
and, rejoicing in the exchange and as well to 
commemora‘e the event which brought about 
his happinass and delivered him from a co- 
quette, he added a branch of the sweet Reseda 
to the ancient arms of his tamily, with the 
motto, ‘ 
Your qualities surpass your charms. 

The mignonette is transformed into a peren- 
inial shrub, which dispenses its odors at all 
scasons of the year, by the following simple 
treatment; A young plant should be placed 

in a garden pot, witha stick of about eighteen 
| inches in height inserted by its side, to tie up 
lits branches to; as it advances in height, the 
leaves and young branches being kept stripped 
|off from the lower part, so as to form a stem 
|to the height required, this stem will become 
| sufficiently hard and woody to endure the 
| winter, by being p!aced in a green house or 
the window of a sitting room, and may be 
preserved for several years, if air is given to 


the young branches do not become too deli- 
cate, As soon as the seed vessels begin to 
form, they should be cut off, which will c: use 
the plant to throw out a fresh supply of blos- 
soms ; but these plants should never be suf- 


weaken them, and generally cause their en- 
tire decay ; for the sweet Reseda is an annual 
in its proper climate, and, therefore, naturally 
decays when it has ripened its seed. It is 
frequently observed that the seeds of the mig- 
nonette which scattered themselves im the 
autumn produce finer plants than thoge that 


Mr, Bateman’s garden, as we find that Mr. | 
Miller received the seed from Dr. Adrian Van 
Royen, of Leyden, and cultivated it in the 
Botanic Garden at Chelsea in the year*l’ 52. 
From Chelsea it soon got into the gardens of 
the London florists, so as to enable them to 
supply the metropolis with plants to furnish 
out the balconies,—a fact noticed by Cowper,

of the fashionable part of thetown, ‘losuch 
persons it must be a luxurious treat to catch 
a few ambrosial gales on a summer evening, 
from the heated paviment where offensive 
odors are but too frequently met with. We

have frequently found the perfume of the 
mignonette so powerful in some of the better 


streets, that we have considered it suflicieat 
to protect the inhabitants from those effluvia 
that brings disorder with them in the air, 
This genus of plants, of which there are x 
good many specics, was named Reseda by the 
ancients, from resedare, to assuage, because 
some of the specics were estcemed good for 
mitigating pain. 

We find that this sweet Reseda has crept 
into the armorial bearings of an illustrious 
family of Saxony, by the following romantic 
tale: The Count of Walsthim was the de- 
clared lover and intended spouse of Amclia 
de Nordbourg, a young lady possessing all the 
charms necessary for the heroine of a modern 
novel, excepting that she took delight in cre- 
ating little jealousies in the breast of her d s- 
tined husband, As the beautiful Amelia was 
an only child of a widowed mother, a female 
cousin, possessing but few personal charms, 
and still less fortune, had been brought up 
with her from infancy as a companion, and as 
aestimulus to her education, The amiable 
and humble Charlotte was too insigniticant to 
attract much attention in the circles in which 
her gey cousin shone with so much splendor, 
whioh gave her frequent opportunities of dis- 
peusing a part of that instruction she had re. 
Geived on the more humble class of her own 
sex, Returning from one of those charitable 
visite and entering the gay suloon of her

JOHN HOWARD PAYNE. 
We are sure all our readers are familiar with 
that beautiful song of ‘‘ Home sweet home.” 
It was written by J. Howard Payne, in his 
youth, the young “ Roscius’’ oi America, the 
son of schoolmaster Payne, who in olden 
times kept a school in Federal street, Boston. 
We remembor him well. Young Payne was 
a remarkable boy, and by his histrionic pow- | 
ers, created quite a sensation in Boston. Ile 
wrote several plays and songs, his ‘Sweet 
Home,” gave him a world-wide fume.— 
And well it migat, it is one of the sweetest 
songs that ever was composed in the English 
language. The sentiments come /ome to ev- 
ery bosom, in which beats a human heart. 
We have often heard him tell of” his wander- 
ings in a foreign land, how his heart throbbed | 
with emotion, as he heard his * Swect Home” 
sung by strangers who little thought its au- 


« How often,” said he once, “I have bee 
in the heart of Pacis, Berlin, London, or some 
other large city, and heard persons singing or 
heard the hand organ playing “Sweet Home,” 
without a shilling to buy the next meal, or a 
place to putmy head. The world has literally 
sung my song until every heart {s familiar 
with its melody. Yet I have been a wanderer 
from my boybood. My co: ntry has turned 
me ruthlessly from my office; and in my old 
age I have to submit to humiliation for bread.”

His only wish was to die in a foreign land; 
to be buried by strangers and sleep in obacu: 
rity.

Daniel 
Webster was his friend, and obtained his first 
appointment to Tunis. 

When we parted with him on his first voy- 
age to Tunis, his dig heart choked hia utter- 
ence.

A 
change of administration cast him out of of- 
fice, and dampened his drooping spirits, and 
unfitted him for his intended task.

Le 
wanted brass to keep up with the ‘spirit of 
the age,’ and he would have been one of the 
foremost men of his day. ‘The memory of his 
many good qualities, and noble heart, is cher- 
ished amongst his remaining friends, but his 
country, to whom he gave the _ best effusions 
of his pen, has forgotten him, perhaps because 
he was poor.

The Fourth was celebrated in Philadelphia 
with great spirit, and no accident of special 
importance occurred. ‘There was a fight in 
the evening, in Spring Garden, beteen two 
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Tremendous Hall Sterm--Fatal and Diss 
astrods Effects teat the Crystal Pal- 
acecsTUree Men Milled and feven Ine 
jared. 

On Fridty afternnon, between 5 and 6 
o'clock, our city was visited by one of the 
Most tremendous hail storms that we ever re- 
member to have seen. The wind, that during 
the early part of the day had been from the 
north east, suddenly veered round to the 
north-west, and then again changed to the 
east, bringing with it a heavy thunder storin. 
The most peculiar phenomenon was the sud- 
den hurricane, and the storm, not of hail, for 
thet would be too unmeaning a term to de- 
ectibe it by, but of pieces of ice, which came 
clattering down upon the roofs of the houses 
like a shower of brickbats. Extraordinary as 
ft'may appear, this is the nearest resemblance 
that can be given to the noise that the storm 
produced; but singular enough, this phenom- 
@non was very local, not extending over the 
whole city, for in some parts the fall of hail 
had become modified into rain, probably hav- 
ing melted in ite passage to the earth. 

In order that our readers may not suspect 
us of exaggeration, we have appended two 
instances of what this hail storm was ;— 


The ship-yard of Mr. Thomas Collyer, at 
the Dry Dock, was covered with irregularly 
shaped pieces of ice, or large clusters of hail 
stones. Several of them were mensured, one 
df which was 6 1-4 inches in circumference, 
another 7 inches, and a third measured 3 inch- 
es long and two inches thick ! 

The inhabitants of a house in Waverly 
place were started by a solid body falling in 
the front yard, and on proceeding there found 
a number of pieces of ice, which appenred to 
have been originally ove piece broken by the 
fall. When put together they would weigh 
about ftco pounds. ‘The garden at the back of 
the house had also a large number of pieces 
of ice scattered over it, and a skylight at the 
‘op of the house was smashed by the hail- 
stones. 

The noise of the falling hail on the Crystal 
Palace vas tremendous—the dome acting as 
an immense drum. 

During the storm a most tremendous acci- 
dent occurred up town, by which three person® 
lost their lives, and several others tere severcly 
injured, some of tohom, it ts expected, will not 
recover, The scene of the necident was in 
Forty-third street, between Fifth and Sixth 
avenues, ata newly erected frame building. 
opposite Latting’s Observatory, which belongs 
to Dr. S. P. Townsend, and. was not entirely 
completed. It is also opposite the Crystal 

1Palace. During the storm, this building, 
| which was two stories high, and rooted in, 
| was overturned instantaneously by the hur- 
ricane that blew about five o'clock, and lev- 
| tlea ina moment to the ground. At the 
lime that the accident occurred there were six 
men employed on the ground floor in plaster- 


ing the walls, three of them as plasterers, one} 


of whom'was the boss, numed William Mce-

Everything 
in the shape of a building is hired for “the 
season ;’ that means, during the hot weather, 
and I assure you, there is quite a dense pop- 
ulation at this time on the island.

CHARCOAL, 

Mr. Epttorn:—In the last New England 
Farmer, charcoal in a powdered state is re- 
commended as a manure for various purposes. 
The editor says:—' Wherever an increased 
supply of ammonia escaping from the air, the 
earth, or any putrescent matter, is desirable 
to be caught and retained, charcoal will al- 
ways do good. No doubt that in all cases 
where there is a tendency to the loss of the 
gasses of which vegetable matter is mainly 
composed, some substance which shall have 
an affinity for these gasses and will give them 
up asthe plaet demands them, must be ot 
much importance. This is the secret of the 
well known fertilizing properties of charcoal. 
It will not decay or become decomposed in 
many centuries, perhaps never, but it has the 
property of absorbing many of the elements of 
vegetable life, the gasses and moisture, and of 
yielding them up as they are wanted. There 
is ono important fact which might perhaps be 
inferred from this but which may us well be 
mentioned. Pulverized charcoal is one of the 
best purifiers that can be used, in places where 
decomposing substances cause disagrecable 
and unhealthy odors; vaults, and pens where 
domestic animals are kept may be rendered 
healthy and entirely free from smell, by the 
use of this substance, and the same time the 
manure is increased in value far beyond the 
cost of the article. ‘The above is but a repe- 
tition of what is well known to many, bat the 
inquiry where powdered charcoal could be 
obtained, has not been so casy to answer, No 
doubt you will confer a fayor upon your read- 
ers by informing them that Mr. A. F, Haw- 
kins, of Wilmington, is prepared to furnish it 
in large or small quantities. I am trying ex- 
periments with it, the results of which I shall 
endeavor to communicate. R. U. P.

Horina Conn.—Some ask how many times 
itis best to hoe corn and other crops. The 
best answer to that question was given usa 
few days since by a farmer whom we had ob- 
served often at work in a field of corn in sight 
of our window. In going over the piece with 
him, and remarking the remarkable growth, 
we asked him how many times he usually 
hoed his corn. ‘* Why,” said he, ‘I do as I 
was brought up by my father to do. He 
never had any particular number of times, but 
hoed it all he could, I find it grows faster, 
and stands dry weather better, the oftener it 
is hoed.’’ This is the true philosophy of cul- 
ture; stir the ground, ‘Ine direction for early 
and good crops, after the proper previous 
preparation, would be to stir the ground. 
Crops are like animals—they need petting 
and care. A friend was remarking to us one 
evening, the difference in the growth of mel- 
on vines in a neighbor's garden and in his 
own, side by side, of the same kind of soil and 
both rich, with the same kind of preparation 
for the seed, and the seed sown at the sume 
time. ‘The neighbor’s melons were in blos- 
som, while his own he said, were but three 
or four inches in height. ‘The difference has 
been produced by the constant labor and care 
of the gardener, in stirring the ground and 
regulating the amount of sun and shade, air 
tnd moisture they received —Hampshire Ez- 
press.

Tax Nuw Insect.—Wé are visited here by 
a multitude of canker Worms, and they are 
destroying our fruit at a great rate; we think 
the trees will suffer for the want of leaves. 
The course I have taken to drive them nway 
is to throw sand through the tops of the trees 
with a shovel, when they will come down 
like a shower. This should be done a num- 
ber of times, and I think will prove beneficial, 
To prevent their going back, I have wound a 
piece of birch around the tree and covered it 
with a compound made of tar, lamp-oil and 
spirits of turpentine, and they will not pase 
over it, E. M,

Cows Hoping up THEIR Mitx.—I¢ is wel 
known that many cows when they first come 
in, when their calves are taken from them, 
will hold up their milk, sometimes to such a 
dege ce as almost to dry themselves before they 
will give itdown, “A few years ago," writes 
§ correspondent of an English newspaper, “1 
bought @ young Cow which proved to be very 
wild, and when I took away her first calt she 
would not give her milk. I had heard it re- 
marked that putting @ weight on the cow's

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back would make her give her milk down, I 
accordingly drove her into a stable, got a 
bushel of grain 
While in this position she had no power to 
hold up her milk, for it came down freely. 
After doing this a few times, and afterwards 
putting my hand on the back of the cow, it 
would give way and she would immediately 
give down her milk.” The rationale of this 
treatment appears to be that the weight coun- 
teracts the upward tendexcy of the enimel’s 
muscular action, — Rural New- Yorker.

Steamboat Disaster.<--Lese of Life.---A 
large Number Sealded. 

About 2 o’clock on Saturday morning, July 
16th, as the steamboat Empire was on her 
down trip from Albany to New York, with 
100 passengers on board, and when about a 
mile north of Hamburg, she was run into by 
asloop, and her guards torn away, loosing 
the boiler fastenings, and causing the larboard 
boiler to explode, blowing down the smoke 
pipes, and tearing through the decks, bursting 
the paddle boxes, and blowing them into the 
river, killing two persons, and scalding twelve 
or fourteen mpre. 

A ochooner called Mustafford came along 
side and took off the passengers and landed 
them at Clinton Poirt, where every attention 
was paid them by the family of Mr. Van 
Rensselaer.

THE FLOWER GARDEN. 
We wish there was a better taste in our 
town for the Flower Garden, We have many 
fine gardens with flowers, but there is not 
that nice attention paid to selections of flow- 
ers, or in arranging such as are cultivated, A 
flower garden needs a great varicty, and £0 
arranged qs to strike the eye at the first view 
and draw attention. The different kinds 
should be spread and mixed, in order that the 
variety of colors, from their contrast, may 
afford a beautiful view. A cureful attention 
to cultivation will enable us to improve in the 
culture of many flowers which may be thought 
of small value. We will mention the Uolly- 
hock, which may be improved to an astonish- 
ing degree of perfection. We visited Dr. Pi- 
per’s garden, by his invitation, to view his 
Hollyhocks. We were surprised at the beau- 
ty and perfection of this plant. Dr. P. has 
givon much attention to this flower, and has 
produced large and splendid double blossoms, 
of rich and variegated colors, which are truly 
beautiful. The double black blossom is what 
we have never seen before in such perfection. 
According to his instructions it is easy to raise 
them, and we consider them fully equal to 
dahlias. A garden, bordered with the holly- 
hock, would be beautiful. Dr. P. will be 
happy to show these flowers to all who may 
callon him. We take from the New England 
Farmer the following well written article on 
the Use of Flowers :— 


All things have their uses, The flowers 
not only please the eye but improve the 
thoughts, making them more gentle and bet- 
ter. The full blown rose, expanded to its ut- 
most limits, and shedding its fragrance on all 
within its reach, seems emblematic of a good 
heart, beaming forth its kind influences on all 
around. If the flowers could think, and feel, 
and talk, what lessons of gentleness and love 
would they teach us. All children love tlie; 
the old man leaning on his staff, pauses by the 
wayside and contemplates them with delight. 
A vase of fresh flowers in the sick room stands 
as an emblem of the new life that will come 
when the tried spirit shall bloom with peren- 
nial lustre in the skies. 

Flowers have kindly influences upon all; 
we can almost beliave that there were no flow- 
ers in Paradise, or Eve had not yielded to the 
tempter. Bacon and Burleigh did not disdain 
to bend their intellects and find recreation 
from their cares in the flower garden. Pope 
and Lord Peterborough,and Rousseau, thought 
they could find friends in the flowers when 
they had no others. The Emperor Dioclesian 
preferred his garden to a throne, at least, so 
‘Cowley said, and Sir William Temple had the 
amiable weak2ess to desire to have his heart 
buried in his garden, 

What a beautiful custom was that inthe 
island of Delos, at a marriage ceremony, 
where the inhabitants ‘assembled at day- 
break, crowned with flowers; flowers were 
strewed in the path of the bride and _ bride- 
groom; the house was garlanded with them; 
singers and dancers appeared, crowned with 
oak, myrtle, and hawthorne, the bride and 


bridegroom were crowned with poppies; and 
upon their approach to the temple a priest re- 
ceived them at the entrance, presenting to 
each a branch of ivy,—a symbol of the tie 
which was to unite them foreyer.” ‘The 
Greeks crowned the dead with flowers, and 
the mournera wore them in the funeral cere- 
monies, 

And we love them and feel their influence 
here, cold and indifferent, as seme say New 
England people are. @N@® custom prevailed 
among the Greeks more appropriate and beau- 
tiful than that of placing flowers betore the 
congregation in our churches. ‘This may be 
seen on any Sabbath in the First church in 
the old town of Concord, Mass, ‘hey have 
long been furnished by our fellow townsman, 
W. W. Wheildon, Esq. On the last Sabbath 
the bouquet was in the form of a cross, and 
nothing could be more suggestive of every 
thing that is “lovely and of good report,”’ 
The cross was there, to be sure, but covered 
with nature's sweetest offerings; roses, the 
fox: glove, phloxes, the mountain laurel,double 
seringa, larkepur, spirea, and under the arms 
of the cross the beautiful Deutziascalya, with 
its modest bell-like flowers, Did not sincere 
heart-offerings go up with the fragrance of the 
flowers to the Elysian fields above? 

Fowers do speak, then, a clear and intelli- 
gible language ; all, in a greater or less de- 
gree, find enjoyment in flowers,

MORMONS. 

The rise and progress of this remarkable 
people is truly astonishing. We knew Joe 
Smith and his brothers, and have many atime 
been at the sand banks where he dug up the 
| Mormon Bible, ‘The Bible was printed in a 
pamphlet and distributed on board the Canal 
Boats, running on the Erie Canal. They were 
treated with utter contempt by passengers, 
and generally thrown into the canal, or other- 
wise destroyed, Smith and his brothers per- 
severed in printing them, and the result is 
now seen at the Great Salt Lake. We find 
in the New York Times an article on this sin- 
gular people which may bo interesting to our 
readers ; 

“A problem of singular difficulty, and every 
day growing more and more portentous,— 
than which, if we except African Slavery, 
none is more difficult of solution,—is rising 
in the distant West, before the American gov- 
ernment and people, Ere long they will have 
to grapple with it. Whether it can be peace- 
fully solved, the future alone will tel). 


A new territory, carved out of the recent 
conquests from Mexico, stretches from the 
summit of the Rocky Mountains on the East, 
through thirteen degrees of longitude, to the 
land of gold. A branch of the Indian fam- 
ily,—the Paw-Utahs,—roamed its prairies 
and claimed it as their own. But a new 
tribe and sect, driven from State to State, 
fleeing, before an indignant people, from Ohio, 
from Missouri and Illinvis, struggling with

HER BEQUESTS. 

The Countess gave away nothing in charity, 
during her natural life, reserving her benifi- 
cence for posthumous action. Fifteen thou- 
sand dollaas, and her homestead, worth five 
thousand, she gave for the endowment of an 
institution for widows and orphans of Concord 
--the homestead to be the site, and not to be 
alienated from that purpose for one hundred 
years, Fifteen thousand she gave to the New 
Hampshire Asylum for the Insane in Concord, 
and two thousand to the Concord Female 
Charitable Society, who have a school for poor 
children under their care, which school is 
hencefo:th to be called the Rumford school, 
The residue, yariously es\imated at fifty, sev- 
enty-five and one hundred thousand dollars, 
she gave to two individuals of Concord, not 
very near of kin, though I believe the nearest 
she had, What her religious sentiments were 
is in the shade, She was nominally attached 
to the old Orthodox Congregation Society of 
Concord, but had not attended worship there 
or elsewhere In her Jast sickness 
she had the Bible read to | er and listened 
with interest, though I do not learn that she 
sought or received ghostly consel of any cler-

Children under seven years should not be 
confined over six or seven hours in the house,

back while sitting, standing, or walking. 
The best beds for children are of hair, or, in 
winter, of hair and cotton. 

Young persons should walk at least two 
hours a day in the open air. 

Young ladies should be prevented from 
bandaging the chest. We have known three 
cases of insanity terminating in death, which 
began in this practice, 

Every person, great and small, should wash 
all over in cold water every morning. 

The more clothing we wear, cther things 
being equal, the less food we need, 

From one to one pound and a half of solid 
food is sufficient for a person in the ordinary 


vocations of business. Persons in sedentary 
employments should drop one third of their 
food, and they will escape dyspepsia. 

Young people and others cannot study 
much by lamplight with impunity. 

The best remedy for eyes weakened by 
night use, is a fine stream of cold water ap- 
plied to them.—London Lancet.

GARDEN FURNITURE. 

In our last, we gave our jirst editorial re- 
marks on the beauty and interest of the flow- 
er garden. Weare not skillful horticulturists, 
but have sufficient love for fowers and their 
cultivation, to draw our attention to the value 
of these beautiful gifts of nature, in forming 
not only the mind for contemplation, but also 
in bringing out from the human heart, the 
passion for these rural acenes, which brings 
us so near to the truedesigns of Nature. The 
flower garden is indicative of the mind, full of 
choice buds and blossoms, which, by careful 
cultivation, go on sweetly to maturity, opening 
at each sttge of progress their bright and 
glowing colors, and spreading their fragrance 
on allaround. The contemplation of a beau- 
tiful flower garaen brings thoughts of the 
highest order. How ensy it is for all of us 
having a garden, to fill it with flowers. We 
have only to plant the seed, and nature re- 
wards us bountifully for this slight labor 
After we have fashioned our garden, set out 
our plants, and put in the seed, our next ob- 
ject is, to adorn it with proper furniture and 
walks, 

The Horticulturist for July, gives us a chap- 
ter, from which we make an extract. It is 
much better thdh what we are capable of 
writing. We inten to continue this subject, 
as one of the departments of our Agriculture 
page: 

“‘Perhaps on no subject connected with 
horticulture is there more need of information 
than suitable decorations for the garden, or 
Garden Furniture, if we may be allowed the 
expressive term, embracing arbors, seats, 
trellises, and other structures of use and 
ornament in the garden. How often, when 
viewing gardens of the greatcat pretensions, 
are we compelled to walk from one end to the 
other, through beautiful shady walks and 
quiet nooks, without finding a resting place — 
no rustic seat inviting us to enjoy to its fullest 
extent the quiet beauty of the scene. 

In the country there is no necessity for 
large parlors — the garden is the country par- 
lor. Our drawing-rooms are deserted by our 
friends and visitors —they are to be found 
examining our rare shrubs and flowers — 
promenading our garden walks — reclining on 
the lawn, enjoying the grateful shade and 
cooling breeze. How necessary, then, that 
our garden furniture should be convenient 
and appropriate; that proper resting places 
be provided, to insure the fullest enjoyment 
of the garden by ourselves and our friends. 

As in all other matters reaviring taste, we 
often see great errors made in the introduction 
of garden ornaments. How common is ifto 
see elaborate carpenter-work, painted a brill- 
jant green or dazsiling white pcinful to look 
upon, supporting 6 slender ci:mber, when a 
simple cedar pole with periars a few wires 
would have been a much cheaper and better 
support. So in regurd to eests, “ summer- 
houses,” &c. In ov: cottage grounds of an 
acre or two we make & great mistake in imi- 
tating the fine architectural designs that are 
very appropriate wien used ia the exten- 
sive grounds of some Europes: palace, with 
which it is in keeping, but sn2’ out of place 
in the grounds of ou: .css preceding but per- 
haps not lea» beautiful enttave homes. As a 
general thing, simple rustic york made of the 
limbs of trees with tho bark on, worked into 
simple and appropriate designs, is the most 
appropriate, though we have observed some 
pretty designe in iron, But even in the use 
of rustic work we have lately seen some sad 
violations of good taste. The veranda is no 
place for rustic seats—the seats there should 
be in keeping with the style of the house; 


yet we have seen sone of these seats even ad- 
mitted into the hall, 


Around cottage and village residences, 
nothing is so appropriate as the natural atyle 
of geriening, and no ornament so proper as 
rustic york ; but that should always be of a 
substantial and tasteful dexription, One ad- 
vantage\f wooden rustic work is, that it can 
be adapta to a great variety of purposes. 
Thus vel beautiful, and even very architect- 

ural tenlos may be formed of unbarked 
wood, (namental doors, every description 
of gerdemats, and flower-haskets, and vases 
of very gant forms, mInay be composed of 
the samesterial, Shady walka also, having 

the shadgloom and enriched effect of a 

Gothie cher, may be made of wooden rustic 

work: ind, there is secrcely any kind of 

garden Ofent to whic i; mey not be ap- 
plied. Ww mosaic, wich ‘4 rather a mod- 
ern inven, is forme oi. lis sticks, of va- 
rigus leng and sizes, ane having bark of 
different ts, ‘Lhe ps i xe nailed to any 
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flat eurface of wood, and very beautiful and 
elaborate patterns may be produced by ar- 
ranging the pieces according to their sizes and 
the various colors of their barks. Elegant 
garden seats, ard vases of almost any shape, 
may be covered with this kind of mosaic 
work; but as itis not durable when constantly 
exposed to, the weather, it is the most suit- 
able for the inside of summer-houses and gar- 
den temples. In such situations, the richest 
apecimens may be introduced, and, if varnished 
over, they would last for a number of years. 
In almost all sections of our country excel- 
lent material for rustic work is easily procured 
though we may not be able to find the hazel 
rods recommended. Our cedars, oaks, and 
wild grape vine, seom especially designed for 
this work.”

visited it, and depending for support upon his 
own exertions. He graduated in 1810 with 
the first honors of his class. 
His theological studies at the Seminary in 
Andoyer were terminated during the second 
year of the course by an urgent call from the 
Congregational Church in that place, which 
then embraced the students of the Seminary 
and of Phillips Academy, as well as the resi- 
dents of the village. This invitation he ac- 
cepted, and remained pastor of that church for 
fifteen years. : 
In January of the year 1828, having resigned 
his charge in Andover, to the great regret of 
shis parishioners, he was installed the tifst pas- 
tor of the Salem street Church in Boston. 
Here he remained one or two years, when he 
was appointed Secretary and General Agent 
of the American Temperance Society. In 
this position he labored with great vigor for 
seven years, travelled extensively over the 
United States, and by his public addresses, 
by his letters, reports, and personal inter- 
course, deeply impressed the public mind with 
the importance of the cause, and contributed 
largely to its signal success. 
In 1842. he was elected President of the 
Theological Seminary at Andover, where he 
remained about six years. He then entered 
upon a series of efforts to promote the better 
observance of the Sabbath, in which he con- 
tinued seven yeurs, giving annually, re he had 
before done in the ‘Temperance cause, a valu- 
able Report, the substance of which he after- 
wards embodied in the * Sabbath Manual,’ 
published by the American Tract Society, and 
distributed among thousands of families, 
_ In the year 1849, he commenced a familiar 
Commentary upon the New Testament, which 
he lived to complete, It was published by 
the same Society, and widely circulated. At 
the time of:his death he was engaged ina 
simila: labor upon the Old Testament, and 
had nearly completed the Psalms.

Mn. Eprron:—I read the leading editorial 
article in your last week’s Journal with much 
interest ; but could not help thinking, however, 
that your analogy did not hold good between 
the business of illegal rumselling and the sell- 
ing of obscene prints And, moreover, I can- 
not see how a true analogy can be made out 
between the two until agencies are established 
in the several cities and towns in the State for 
the sale of obscene prints for the public good ! 
Yes, for the analogy to be good for any thing, 


every incorporated city or town must, (or may,) 
through an agent, monopolize the obscene 
print trade even as they now do (or may do,) 
the rum traffic. It would look singular 
enough, I think, to sce a man imprisoned for 
selling an obscene print, when at the same 
time a lawful agent was selling the same kind 
of prints every day for the benefit of his city 
or town! I think that time will shortly show 
that the business of regulating the sale of liq- 
uor, as the Maine Law proposes to regulate 
the business by appointing agents for selling 
the article, will turn out to be wholly futile. 

As long us rum is allowed, by law, to be 
manufactured and sold in our midst, just bo 
long will it be used as a beverage, and to ez- 
cess, too; and I can see no possible way to 
avoid the evils arising from liquor drinking 
but this:—put an entire stop to the manufac- 
ture and sale of the articles for any and every 
purpose whatever, 

The community respect the obscene print 
law, because it is a just law and perfectly 
consistent y ith itself—but the community do 
not respect the Mr ine Law, so called, and can- 
not execute itto any great extent, from the 
fact that it is perfuetly inconsistent with itself 
in many points—one of which is that while it 
professes to put down rum-drinking, it is with 
one hand only that it would do so, while it 
builds up ¢own grog-shops with the other!

; vessels, holding only two or three gallons, 
costs from thirty to forty dol’ars each; that it 
has to be renewed every few days; that a me- 
tallic article placed on that support in that 
fluid for only a minute or two will come out 
all plated with pure silver, and that one im- 
mersed in that fluid, is gilded with purest 
gold, and finally that the whole wonderful 
operation is sustained by those inferior look- 
ing batteries under the bench, wired on to 
jthose vessels within which the articles are 
|placed. This is one of the results of the in- 
vestigations in chemistry, it is the veneering 
of metals, The art is still in its infancy, and 
improvements are daily occurring. 
The suspender manufactory is by no means 
infiror establishment. ‘The cotton is 
dyed, the India rubber is cut into strips, the 
fabrics are woven in looms, are heated on 
steam cylinders to bring back the elasticity of 
the rul ber, the leather is cut, the buckles are 
prepared, the orn:mental work is printed on 
the fabrics, the boxes for packing are made 
and inbelled, in fine, a suspender is fully com- 
pleted all in one establishment, and thousands 
of pairs are turned out every week. 

It is pleasant to inspect the details of the 
preparation of felt goods, which without hay- 
ing been woven at all, still make good stout 
garments, proot against all weathers, What- 
ever the establishment, the visitor is always 
surprised by the magnitude of the apparatus 
of motion, The water-wheela are generally 
breast-wheels, and vary from twenty to forty 
feet in diameter, with always a generous 
width. These are so placed that you have a 
good view of them, rolling their huge arms 
and buckets above the main floor. As they 
move slowly round driving the frightful cog- 
wheels with such velocity, you are struck 
with a sort of awe at such an exhibition of 
power.

THE CROPS, 

From information obtained, we sum up the 
general state and prospects of this year's har- 
yest as follows: — 

Wheat was considerable injured by the fly | 
and the weevil, but not so seriously as was at | 
first supposed ‘The crop is a fair average. 

Itye came in well, but was not extensively | 
sown, {Ic rarely fails.) , 

Grass and Hay ave short in the average—= 
yveithink not over three-fourihs of an average 

: yield throughout the Union. It is very short 
i in the great grazing States of the West. 

Indian Corn was quite extensively planted, 
and about half ofall bears a good color, though 

often shortened by drouth. The yield per 
acre will be below an average. 

Potatoes cover a great deal of ground—we 
think more than usual—but the prospects for 
a yield are not bright. They have widely 
suffered from drouth, and the vines are gen- 
erally less luxuriant than they should te. We 
believe the average yield will be sinall, though 
many fields look weil, 

(Oats ane a failure, ‘There was a great 
-breadth sown, ‘but the severe drouth of July 
has stunted them, 6 that they are shor! and 
look badly. There will not be over half a 
‘Crops 

Sowed Corn (for fodder) is doing fairly. 

Rovés, other than potatoes, are not exten- 
sively sown. : 

Our general conclusion is, that grain will 
‘rule high, and probably advance duringe the 
next ine months, carrying pork along with 
it, and that cattle and beef will be cheaper in 
‘the fall. Sleep cannot well be dearer, But 
Aug ust inay materially change all this, Grass 
and winter gruin are muinly cut, while oats 
are generally past praying for; but Indian 
corn and potatoes may yet come in so bount- 
eously as to insure general plenty,

«© T was a lonely sort of a bachelor, and had 
never yet known what young men style ‘tlie 
passion.’

The following articles relative to this most 
dreadful disease, is worthy of attention, We 
sre not able from any knowledge of our own 
to vouch for the efficacy of the remedy pro- 
posed, but at any rate, it is simple and hes 
more the appearance of rationality than most 
of the nostrums that have been at various 
times proposed, It may be effectual, and as 
no harm can result from it, we would recom- 
mend a trial of theexperiment to any who may 
have the misfortune to be afflicted. —Gazette 
and Courier. 

It is from a southern Physician, and pub- 
lished as a communication in the New Orleans 
Tropic :~ 

‘All that is absolutely neccssary to be 
known on the subject is comprised in the fol- 
lowing very few words, viz; that there is no 
earthly remedy as yet discovered for the cure 
of the disease when completely developed 
The vinegar cure that 1 have lately seen pub- 
lished, 1 consider as problematical, yet I would 
try it in case of necessity. But there is a 
most certain preventive cure, and one within 
the reach of every person, i. e. to examine the 
under part of the tongue di ily, for a consid- 
erable length of time, and if little watery 
lumps, blisters, or pustules appear, to open 
themind discharge the matter; continuing 
the operation so long as fresh ones appear. 
This is all that is necessary to prevent the dis- 
case from taking place.’ 


He then proceeds to say thagany person re- 
ceiving the virus, will evince it, sooner or 
later, and always before any symptoms of 
madness occur, by little pustules rising on the 
under pait of the tongue, generally in six or 
nine days, but sometimes later. The pustules 
contain the hydrophobic poison; they are to 
be opened by a sharp pointedinstrument; and 
the matter spit out; they aro too tough to 
break of themselves, and if not opened and 
discharged the matter will be absorbed, and it 
is this reabsorption which causes the dreadful 
discaso.- This, then, is the grand thing you 
have to do; examine the tongue of the bitten 
person two or three times “a day, and as soon 
as any pustules are discovered, open them, 
and muke the person spit out the matter—

This course is the same that was recom- 
mended by Professor Marochitti of Moscow, 
in 1820, and it has proved to be effectual. ‘In 
1832, the physician that makes this commu- 
nication to the Tropic, was called to visit a 
Negro woman that had been bitten by a rabid 
dog, and, by pursuing the treatment recom- 
mended above, he was successful in curing het. 
His first intimation of this mode of cure, he 
says, was derived from a publication in an 
English Magazine made forty years ago by a 
gentleman who had recently returned from 
Tartary, where mad dogs were common, and 
where, when any oneis bitten, this means of 
preventing hydrophobia is resorted to, and 
always considered highly efficacious, 

This course, for preventing hydrophobia, is 
so safe and so simple that it may be practised 
by any person." It can do no harm, and, if 
any cases should occur, we would advise those 
who are interested to try it.’

EDITORIAL. 


A WALK IN THE COUNTRY. 

A walk in the country. Well, says the 
render, there is nothing new or strange in 
that. We walk in the country every day, 
and why should we require to te reminded of 
it in this way? 

It is not always that a walk in the country 
is duly appreciated, The every day travel 
about our domestic concerns, has not much to 
attract our attention. We go through these 
duties as a matter of course, without secing 
or hearing anything new, and we may think it 
strange to hear country people talking about 
the attractions of a walk in thecountry. How 
singular, when we are surrounded with these 
attractions, and do not realize their true and 
useful value. 

The man who never goes beyond the circle 
of his own domain, knows but little of what 
lies beyond it. He sees nothing to admire in 
the fair and beautiful works of nature, because 
every thing around him wears the same ap- 
pearance to-day us it did yesterday, and has 
been familiar as ore the regular paths which 
he travels in his daily walks. This sameness 
lead® to indifference, and indifference clogs all 
the avenues to the mind, through which flow 
the ideas of beauty and perfection of all out- 
ward forms and varieties which providence 
has placed before us for our drily instruction, 

We think the flowers in our own garden 
are not so fragrant, nor do they seem to bud 
and blossom so sweetly is those in our neigh- 
bors. We find more variety abroad than we 
realize at home. This feeling for something 
new, which brings its attractions, calls us out 
from the common path of life, and we realize 
impressions, which did not seem to exist, 
where our eyes and ears are so accustomed to 
the objects within our little domain. All 
these things are natural, and are the results 
of inactive life. 

A walk in the country is attractive in pro- 
portion to the object which induces us to seek 
the fields and forests, the vallies and their me- 
andering streams, the rough hills and moun- 
tains, with all the varigated scenes of nature. 
If our object is instruction, we can find les- 
sons in the wild flowers of the field, the lillies 
of the valley, and in the tiny blade of grass, 
up to the tall and majestic oak of the forest. 
The mind rambles through these scenes, and 
finds instruction and learns wisdom from the 
teachings in nature’s school, Thoughts come 
to us in these silent walks, which seem to 
speak of the great Architect who formed and 
sustains them all—thoughts which perhaps 
would have lain dormant without these walks 
in the country to bring them out. It is then 
good for us toenjoy these scenes, if our ob- 
ject is worthy of success, 

We had a walk in the country last weck, 
which will carry impressions with us for many 
years ta come, - We left Boston in the cars to 
visit a friend at Melrose, the beautiful resi- 
dence of our fair contributor to the Journal, 
H. A. King. We need not describe our wel- 
come, or dwell on the many attractions which 
come from the lawn —the flower garden the 
clustering grape and the well regulated house- 
hold—we found them all there. Melrose is a 
pretty village, and, we are told, a tomperonce 
town—no grog shops or rum—surely a mode) 
town. ‘The fine residences aré scattered on 
hills and plains, and as we viewed them from a 
rising ground, formed a beautitul panorama. 

We started on foot trom Melrose for Wo- 
barn, ‘The walk was a tong one. Our object 
wasthe enjoyment of a ramble through the 
country, and we had it, The road from Me)- 
rose to Stonehain is a romantic one, Few 
dwellings, and those built on new clearings, 
reminding us of the primitive settlements 
in the far West. After a pleasant walk 
through these woods, which were entirely 
new to us, we came out on the skirts of 
Stoneham, Here’we found some pleasant 
cottages, nearly covéred up by the foliage of 
trees and shrubbery, We admired the retire- 
ment and look of contentment around these 
homes in the country.

Stoneham spreads overs lurge space of land, | 
aud from this Melrose roud shows to adyvan- 
tuge.

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Btonehani, but this walk in the country has 
given‘us » fair understanding of the fine p 
sition of this thriving town. We admired the 
beautiful flower gardens in front of a range of 
fine dwellings, which we passed in this street, 
joining the road from Melrose, These gardens 
are a great ornament to the town, We ob- 
served many other gardens filled with flowers 
and encircling dwellings which are a credit to 
the citizens of Stoncham. 

Large manufacturies of boots and shoes are 
carried on, and we observed an extensive tan- 
nery in full operatien, erected by some of our 
enterprising citizens of Woburn, who could 
not find sufficient space left in our good town 
for a tonnery tosuit their views. This branch 
of business is carried on extensively in Wo- 
burn and vicinity, giving employment toa 
large number of hardy workmen, some of the 
bone and sinew of our community. The toil- 
ing millions of our prosperous land, how they 
cause our towns and cities to rise, as if by 
magic, Our forests disappear before the 
strong arm and stout heart, and the golden 
harvest waves in tall grain, and is gathered in 
by the sweat of their brow.

Mr. Epitor : = I read your remarks on the 
liquor trials, and although I differ with you 
on some points, I agree with you in the opin- 
ion which you advance, in the difficulty of 
obtaining a jury in these liquor cases, without 
some one, or more, who are interested in sell- 
ing, or otherwise, which has yet prevented 
the law from being enforced. I, in common 
with all good citizens, much regret the ne- 
cessity which has compelled men to disregard 
their oaths as jurymen; and in the clearest 
cases on record, of violations of an existing 
laws; et up private opinion and interest as 
the grounds of their verdict, and I for one, 
cannot see what jurors are good for, when 
acting on such principles: but, as you truly 
say, the Maine Law encroaches on the inter- 
ests and faste of men, and will no doubt for a 
time, be strongly opposed. 

The communication of E., in the last Journals 
has one good suggestion, stopping the manu- 
facture of Rum. His remarks on this subject 
are just and true, ard it does seem to me that 
our very Wise Legislature were either too 
much in a hurry when they framed this law, 
or were too slack in their calculation. For it 
appears to me a Monstrous piece of absurdity, 
to endeavor to prevent men from drinking rum, 
by licensiing the manfacture of it, and then 
punish those who sell it—the manufacturer is 
coining money, while the grogery men are 
fined, or imprisoned, for dealing in it—at the 
same time our towns have turned rumsellers, 
and appoint agents to sell the very poison, 
which we are passing laws to prohibit. 

The fact is, people hardly know what to 
think of this law. I am a temperance man, 
:nd will go as far a’ any man in the good 
cause; but I don't like this law; it is not what 
we want, and I see no chance of its being 
carried out, unless a change should occur in 
public sentiment, and juries could be obtained 
to convict those who sell liquors. 

Our town agent, I understand, has resigned 
his agency. I don’t blame him, for his 
patience must have been sorely tried, by ap- 
piications for rum, under the plea ef medicine, 
or for mechanical purposes. ‘This thing, Mr. 
Editor, is all a farce. Men will have rum so 
long as it is kept for sale, and I fear the sale 
| will increase, until a law shall be passed to 
prohibit the manufacture of it, either in toto, 
lor by a heavy duty on every gallon; and if 
| licenses must be granted, put the charge $1000 
| fr each license.

Yellow Fever and Cholera. 

The yellow fever in New Orleans still rages 
with terrific violence. ‘The city is nearly de- 
serted, The ship ing have all left, and ac- 
counts say it is the severest attack which has 
ever been known of the yellow fever. It will 
not leave New Orleans till a frost drives it off. 
The accounts of the distress and deaths are 
truly horrible. 1014 died during the week 
ending the 6th, and the week ending the 12th, 
1618 died; all by the fever ana deaths occur- 
ring daily. Nearly every person who can 
leave has done so, and should the fever con- 
tinue much longer, there will be no victims 
wherewith to feed it. The excitement caused 
by the state of affairs at the Lafayette Cem- 
etry was much increased by the report, that 
in Potter's Field the old system of digging 
graves was abandoned as obsolete, and a num- 
ber of horses and ploughs were set to work to 
furrow the ficld; that the coffins were placed 
in the furrows (edgoways, we suppose) and 
partially covered with the plough, as a farmer 
Would s ridge of sweet potatoes. The distress of 
the poor is heartrending. Mectings have been 
called in our large cities, for the relief of suf- 
ferers, and large sums have been contributed. 

We of the North, who are free from these 
pestilential diseases, have no conceptions of 
the dreadful scenes where the yellow fever 
and the cholera rage amongst our fellow be- 
ings, sweeping them into the grave by hun- 
dreds. We read the accounts as they come to 
us, and we shudder atthe recital, but we can- 
not realize the horrors of these death scenes, 
because we do not witness them. 

We resided in New York during the pre- 
valence of the cholera in 1832, At the first 
introduction of that terrible disease, a panic 
seized on the people; they fied in all di- 
rections. as it increased. The city becamc 
nearly deserted. Stores and houses were 
closed, and bills posted on the doors, that the 
occupants had left from fear of the cholera. 

On one store we remember to have rend the 
following lines :— 


* Not cholera sick, nor cholera dead, 
But from the cholera I have fled.” 


We frequently walked late at night from 
Maiden Lane to Canal strect, without meeting 
twenty persons, except the carting of the 
dead, Our impressions at the time of that 
literally deserted city, the whitened streets, 
the soft and quick step of the few we met, 
the solemn walk of thegvatchman, with the 
knowledge of the buletin of the board of 
health of over 100 deaths in 24 hours, can 
never be erased from our memory—yct we 
passed through it without the slightest sick- 
ness. A vast number who left the city car- 
ried the disease with them, and never re- 
turned. 

We can never forget the dread silence which 
reigned in the strects after dark. Death was 
the mighty monarch, and he walked the streets 
almost alone. ‘The great thoroughfare, Broad- 
way, presented a melancholy and silent death 
scene at night. ‘The sides of the streets were 
lined with chloride of lime, and looked like a 
whitened sepulchre, completely deserted at 
night by the few inhabitants who remained. 
The board of health entered all the houses ond 
yards, and scattered the chloride of lime ; but 
the pestilence rioted for a time, leaving many 
sad marks of its ravages. 

We were in the midst of this scene of dis- 
tress, and death with all its horrors surround- 
ing us. We saw much of its effects; our busi- 
ness called us daily, in the vicinity of Wall 
street, ‘The dead house was in the Park, the 
game building now used as the Hall of Re- 
cords. We passed it several times a day, and 
found the persons employed in receiving the 
dead, were changed about every day, those 
working in the day, would be dead before the 
coming morning. Bodies were brought on 
trucks and carts, and drawn into the building 
and laid on the floor, until the rough coflin was 
ready to receivethem, We have scen trom 20 
to 30 lying at a time on the floor, ‘Then they 
were taken to Potter's field, now Washington 
square, by the cart-load, and deposited ina 
long grave or deep ditch, dug for the purpose. 
We have seen 14 coffins piled up on one cart 
passing up Broadway to Potter's field, The 
Corporation had over 100 men at work, mak- 
ing rough coffins, at the arsenal yard, on Cen- 
tre street, where now stand the ‘Tombs. Such 
were the fears, that men would part at even- 
ing, as though they would not meet alive in 
the morning. We remeu.ber a truckman, a 
stout, hearty man, who leit our store at night 
in perfect health, We missed him at his 
weual hour in the morning, and on sending to 
his house, we were told he was dead, and the 
board of health had taken his body off. We 
arose one morning early, and opening our 
front door, discovered the body of a man, 

lying on the side-walk; it was that of some 
stranger-—dead, The watchman said he found 
the man in the last stages of the cholera. He 
called for water; the watchman went for 
some, but before he returned, the stranger was 


——- 


dend, The dead cart came with the rough 
coffin, and took him to Potter’s field, and no 
one knew his name. We supposed he had a 
home, but those he may have left there, could 
never have known his fate. In passing the 
dead house one morning, we saw the body of 
a very large man, brought up on atruck. It 
took four men to lift him off, who leaned over 
him, while getting himin, These four, as I 
learned on my return at evening, had inhaled 
the disease, and were lying dead in the same 
room, where they assisted in the morning, in 
getting in that heavy man. We could fill a 
large sheet with personal incidents of the aw- 
ful ravages of the dreaded cholera, and when 
wo hear of the yellow fever, and its distress- 
ing consequences, we remember these scenes, 
and know how to pity the sufferers.

A worthy young man in our town, a 
son of Mr. Bond of North Woburn, died last 
Sunday, from the effects of handling green 
hides. On ‘Thursday last while in his usual 
good health, he was called to remove some 
hides from a wagon; he had a slight scratch 
upon- his face, and during his work he touch- 
ed the spot with his hands, which sy elled im- 
mediately and extended over lis face. The 
best of medical aid was called, but the poison 
was too active and powerful to yield to medi- 
cal treatment. The poison was without doubt 
received trom the hides. We understand this 
is the third death which has occurred in North 
Woburn within a year from a similar cause.

We were present at the 
landing on Long wharf, in the march up 
State street, amidst the cheers of the people,

day. The noble old Constitution, as she ma- 
jestically sailed up our beautiful harbor, with 
all her canvass to the breeze, the loud cheers 
‘of our citizens, gathered on Long and India 
wharves, made the welkin ring, as the news 
of the victory spread amongst us, quick as the 
‘lithtnings flash. The inhabitants of the old 
town of Boston, came in crowds to swell the 
‘loud hurrahs_ that welcomed the officers and 
crew of Old Ironsides, cs they landed at the 
steps on Long wharf. We were young then, 
but the scene is fresh before us. “ Adam Writ 
and his son, we did not see, but they might 
have been there. The story is well told, and 
very few can read it without feeling the tear 
of gympathy coursing down the checks.—[Ep.] 

Early in the month of August, 1811, 4 good 
sized brig started from Boston, bound for New 
Orleans. On board there was a man named 
Adam Writ, secking an only sen, who, he 
had learned, wes somewhere on the conct of 
the Gulf of Mexico.

Most Awful Shipwreck--Loss of the Brit« 
ish Ship Nessree, and 300 Lives, on the 
Const of Hindostan! 


The following are the particulars of the ter- 
rible catastrophe, hitherto but just alluded to, 
by telegraph := 

The Nessree was an English vessel, 500 
tons burthen, partly manned ty a European 
crew, and for some years has been trading 
between Bombay and the various ports onthe 
coast of Arabia, Early in April she was 

jchartered to coavey a number of pilgrime 
|(who were returning, after a lengthened pil- 


grimage through Arabia, to various parts of 


India) on avoyage to Bombay. She was fitted 
up accordingly, and, on taking her departure, 
had, besides the crew, no fewer than 400 peo- 
ple on board; also a valuable cargo. Lhe 
catastrophe happened on the night of the 17th 
June. Tho evening previous the captain 
sighted Bombay, but soon afterwards the 
weather set in thick, with rain, and heavy 
squalls blowing on the land, amid which the 
ship got her rudder unshipped, and, in conse- 
quence, became unmanogecable. 

The passengers ascertaining the perilous 
position of the vessel, and that she was driv- 
ing ashore, became frantic, and attempted to 
escape by the boats. The attempt, as may be 
imagined, proved fatal, A tremendous rush 
instantly capsized them, and at least 60 per- 
ished. The destruction of the ill-fated vessel 
soon followed. Shortly after midnight she 
struck, and the next minute her masts, with 
at least 100 of the unhappy creatures clinging 
to the rigging, gave way and fell overboard. 
The occupants were cither crushed to death 
or perished by drowning. In the course ofa 
few hours the vessel entirely broke up, and 
the whole of the remaining passengers and 
crew were plunged in among the breakers. 
Great sacrifice of life followed. Out of the 
450 souls who were alive the night previous, 
all, wit) the exception of 94, perished, The 
94 survivors were washed ashore on fragments 
of the wreck. What renders the catastrophe 
worse is, that no list or record exists from 
which could be gathered the names of the 
sufferers, or to what place im India they be- 
longed. The spot where the vessel was 
wrecked was near Hubshee Junjecra, 35 miles 
south of Bombay.

diminishes as it regards a low object, as the 
difference between the square of its height 
and that of a lower, so that with a person six 
feet, and atree sixty fect, thore is but one 
chance out of 3564 of the person's being 
struck.

A dry silk umbrella, if not tipped with a me- 
tallic substance, will ward off the lightning ; 

Get lightning rods for your 
houses, and see to it that the fastenings be 
much smaller than the rods, that the rods 
enter the earth and fear not the ‘red artill- 


ery.

EDITORIAL 


PRESERVATION OF THE EYES. 

We place before our readers, a well written 
article, taken from the Scalpel, a New York 
medical monthly publication, and a yaluable 
one for the medical faculty, and we should 
suppose every physician would subscribe for 
it. The eye is the most delicate organ of the 
human body, and the one of the most indis- 
pensable; its preservation is of great impor- 
tance to us all, and any advice coming from 
good authority, should be well attended to. 
We give the article to our readers, 


‘There is a tradition at least as old as the 
Talmud, that the eyes are strengthened by 
drawing the finger across the eyelidsin a hor- 
izontal direction. Ex-President Adams, who 
was affected with an obstruction of the tear 
passage, used this method to getrid of the 
accumulating fluid, and the ancient practice 
was brought into greater notice by the exam- 
ple of the illustrious statesman. ‘The obsolete 
theory, that the anterior surface of the eyeball 
becomes flattened as age advances, was again 
revived, and it became a business to advertise 
instructions for kneading the organ into shape 
with the fingers. 
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in water, and pour the transparent solution in 
a wine glass containing a water solution of 
common salt. When the fluids are mixed a 
white precipitate of chloride of lead falls to 
the bottom of the glass. When eyo waters 
containing lead are permitted to pass to the 
surface of the eye, the tears furnish salt, and 
the lead is precipitated. The transparent 
portion of the eye is sometimes extensively 
tatooed with this white Peaden powder, and 
vision becomes indistinct or even destroyed. 
When the general health is robusts it is as- 
tonishing what an amount of labor the organs 
of vision will endure; yet when it is dey ress- 
ed, especially by mental disturbance during a 
periodical function, they are easily deranged 
by too close application to business. When 
they have become weak, much of their pres- | 
ervation depends on the proper management 
of light to which they are exposed. When 
the light is in excess it should be diminished, 
and when it is deficient labor should be dis- 
continued. The light blue of the sky and 
the verdure of fields are the colors to which 
the organ of vision is naturally adapted, and 
which it will endure with most ease. The 
flame of a good oil lamp is more regular than 
thatof gas or candles, and is therefore to be 
preferred, The intermitting flickering of gas 
is particularly injurious, ae it produces con- 
stant contractions and diliations of the pupil 
and undue exercise of the whole organ. By

‘The former, with- 
out speaking a word, endenyored to escape 
from the pressure, and when the eyelids were 
opened he was entirely bereft of sight. Al- 
though there was not the least appearance of 
injury the sufferer remained hopelessly blind. 
From thie melancholy chample Beer coneludes 
chat the eyes are liable to injury even from 
moderate pressure, . 
There is a popular notion, sanctioned even 
by medical men who ought to know better, 
that the eyes are preserved by Opening them 
every morning in a basin of cold water. Some 
of the worst cases of petergium of film on the 
surface of the eye have been witnessed in 
those who have boasted of this practice,— 
When a drop of water gets into the windpipe 
the nostril, or the car, irritation is produced ; 
and when the eyes are opened under water, 
the sensation is anything but agreeable. ‘The 
eye is lubricated by a secretion admirably 
adapted to facilitate the motions of the lid 
over its surface, and as this secretion is par- 
tially soluble in water, it is as inconsistent 
with common sense to wash it away, as it is 
to remove the oil from the wheels of the ma- 
shinery, It is unquestionably important that 
the cleanliness of the organ be maintainea; 
yet this may be accomplished in the usual 
manner without opening the lubricating sur- 
faces. When the secretion is vitiated by cold 
er other causes, quince seed tea or milk and 
water are preferable for ablution to water 
slone. Avoid eye waters, many of which 
contain lad, or there are ten chances to one 
that they will produce an incurable film. ‘'I'o

An object appeared spon the plain to the 
West, having so much the appearance cf a 


| work of art trom the regularity of its outline 


and its isolated position, vhat the party deter- 
mined upon visiting it. Wassing over an al- 
most barren san’ plain, a distance of nearly 
five miles, they reached the base of one of the 


most wonderful objects, considering the loca- 


| tion, (it being the very home of desolation,) 


that the mind can possibly conceive of; noth- 
ing less than an immense stone pyramid, 
composed of layers or courses of from eight- 
een inches to nearly three feet in thickness, 
and from five to eight feet in length, It has 
alevel top of more than filty feet square, 
though it is evident that it was once comple- 
ted, but that some great convulsion of nature 
has displaced its entire top, as it evidently 
now lies a huge and broken mass upon one of 
its sides, though nearly covered by the sands, 

This pyramid differs, in some respects, from 
the Egyptian pryamid; it is, or was, more 
slender or pointed, and while those of Egypt 
are composed of steps or layers, receding as 


| they rise, the American pryamid was, un- 


doubtedly, a more finished structure, the out- 
er surface of the block were evidently cut to 
an angle that gave the structure, when new 
and complete, asmooth or regular suriace from 
top to bottom, 

From the present level of the sands that 
surround it, there are fif y-two distinct layers 
of stone, that will average at least two feet; 
| this gives its present height ‘one hundred and 
four fect, so that before the top was displaced, 
it must haye been, judging from an angle of 
its sides, at least twenty feet higher than at 
How far it extends beneath the sur- 
face of the sands, it is impossible to determine 
without great labor, 

Such is the age of this immense structure, 
that the perpendicular points between the 
blocks are worn away to the width of from 
five to ten inches at the bottom of each joint, 
and the entire of the pyramid so much worn 
by the storms, the vicissitudes and the corro- 
dings of centuries, as to make it easy of as- 
cent, particularly upon one of its sides. We 
say one of its sides, because a singular fact 
connected with this remarkable structure je, 
that it inclines nearly ten degrees to ane side 
of the vertical or perpendiculer, 

There is not the slightest probability that 
it was thus erected, but the cause of its incli- 
nation is not easily accounted for, By whom, 


present, 


at what age of the world, and for what pur- 
pose this pyramid was erected, will probably 
forever remain a hidden mystery. The party,
